His father lives in Poznan Roland with daughter Irena and bar sou aged 12-13* 
The father is a retired priest living on a pension from the government. In 
1946 or 1947 ho \io ti arrest otl sr/3 serrtonced to bo executed by the Polish govern- 


nent, but due to a general amnesty the sentence was commuted to 1C years 
imprisonment, lie was released from prison app. 1950. Subject's other sister 
in Poland is a teacher at a Ukrainian dor-dtory, 1 There ur.til^ recently she was 
the direotor. Of the two sisters in Ukraine, the first livos in Lviv and works 
r.3 c doctor i ri e Rental clinic " Kulnarkiv ” .

3. In I960 Subject travelled to Ukraine via Poland, Ho did not tevc a Soviet 
visa, ind in addition falsified his train ticket, He was caught in both acts 
and scolded for his actions In Lviv and in Pole:*!, but he suffered 133 conse- 
quences and wns left to continue his journey# Basidos Kiev and Lviv f Subject 
visited ids birthplace SCLOCICCV.

4# While in Lviv, Subject vng introducod to a certain VOLOD211XR VASXLOTICH , 
Irtu, by his sister who suggested that he would be a good traveling companion. 
Lator, when Subject asked sister if V. was sent by the police to acconpary 
him, she nodded yes* V. (photo available In Subject* s possession) is app.

5. Luting the train ride from Lviv to Kiev aboard a train labeled "Lviv-Kiav M 
V# tried to stay as close to Subject as possible, and became inpatient when 
Subject wandered alone through the train# During the ride they wore joined by 
0 friend of V*s for a game of chess.

7. In Lviv Subject mot eight Ukrainian Catholic priests who are employed 
cs workers and practice their vova secretly. Subject contacted then through 
his fetbci who gave him an sddrosp of ono, end this priest in turn gave 
bin another address end oo forth. Among them, Subject net a nearly ordained 
young priast of tho Besillen order in whe works as a postman. Subject said 
iiasB for a group of nuns of the Dsailiavi order vrtjo load private lives, but 
meet onco a week in an apartment, where a priest (also of the ficsillon order) 
says IJaoo for theti* This priast had been imprisoned in Siberia, returned 
to Lviv, end recently Subject t/ac; inforr.od that he- was errosted again (while 
leaving the apartment where Lia hod just said iCo.30 for tho nuns) and sent to 
.‘iiboxiu* In Lviv bosides nuns of the Basilian order, there is o group belong- 
ing to tho order of Christion Charity, 

8* During Subjects 1962 trip to the city of Poznan in Poland he met a 
Ukrainian who cane with Subject 1 a sister from Lviv* This Ukrainian tried 
to recruit Subject to work for Russiaaia the Vatican, at this he was very 
persistant, following Subject, inviting him to his hotel room. Hie Ukrainian 
told Subject that ho should go with him to Moscow to meet certain people, and 
tp receive training. Subject rejected his offers even though they were very 
persistent* At the end of bub j act’s stay in ttanoBix Poland, this Ukrainian

gave a banquet in object' a honor in a hotel in Warsaw. At this banquet 
kg. a present (according to Subject, unwillingly) Polish party members . 

There the Ukrainian tiled to get dubjeot drunk, and when he refused, the 
Ukrainian became angry. At this reception a toast was offered by Ukrainian 
for "the honor of Soviet Ukraine” when subject did not stand up and drink 
for this toast the Ukrainian became very mad arxl turned livid, Subject* s 
sister was afraid for Subjects life at this moment. Subject was also app- 
roached by the Polish police, and was asked to become their agent in the 
Vatican, which he refused to do, 

9m The Ukrainian who tried to recruit Subject is app, 45-46 years old, 
quite tall, wall built, no distinguishing marks, single and an elegant 
dresser. He likes to drink, and while drunk speaks Russian, reverting to 
Ukrainian while sober. He told Subject that he had lived in Moscow for a 
long time, and had been to ftxaania, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia and Hungary. 

He added that he will visit Italy in the future. Subject suspects that Ills 
job is to control and oversee Soviet embassies#
